otherwise than as an appeal for 
war with the U. S. 8. R.” 

The paper intimated that Finland, 
as well as the Scandinavian nations 
— particularly Sweden—was backed 
in opposition to Russian conces- 
sions in the Baltic area by other 


‘Powers. 


Pravda said Erkko’s position was 
“precisely like that of former Pol- 
ish Foreign Minister Beck. It is 
known that he, too, made provoca- 
tive speeches before the Polish- 
German war, and the result was 
that he provoked war with Ger- 
many.” 

Beck, it said, “had the support of 
certain Powers, and because of this,

The measure also imposes re- 
strictions on American shipping to 
belligerents, and prohibits the ex- 
tension of credit to belligerent Gov- 
ernments.

“If they keep up that atti- 
tude it only shows they are the 
aggressors, not Finland,” one 
official said.

A Government spokesman an- 
nounced that, while Finland was 
rejecting a Russian proposal for 
territory on Finland’s southern 
coast, the delegation was pre- 
pared to continue the negotia- 
tions if any basis were provided.

Subscriptions Total 41.1 
Per Cent of $2,200,000 
Sought on Fifth Day of 
General Solicitation. 


Subscriptions totaling $904,430, or 
41.1 per cent of the $2,200,000 fund 
sought by United Charities for 1940, 
were reported today, the fifth day 
of general solicitation in the com- 
munity. 

Announcement was made at a 
workers’ luncheon at Hotel Statler. 
This was an increase of $499,220 
from the sum disclosed at the first 
report meeting, Wednesday. 

Today’s total included $426,953.61 
raised by the larger gifts division, 
$68,476.39 by the general division, 
$394,000 by the employes’ division, 
which deals chiefly with large pay- 
roll groups, and $15,000 by the St. 
Louis County division. 

No closing time for the campaign 
has been fixed, but it has been in- 
dicated that it will run at least an- 
other week, as additional report 
meetings have been arranged for 
next Monday and Friday. 

Campaign officials, taking stock 
of earlier results in the solicitation, 
were pleased with a marked in- 
crease in the number of individual 
pledges, on the basis of the figures 
issued Wednesday, in comparison 
with the same stage of last year’s 
campaign, although the average 
gift showed a decline in size. 


Best Showings Made. 


The number of givers grew from 
6303 to 8129, or 28.9 per cent, while 
there was a 14 per cent increase 
in the subscriptions, from $355,415 
to $405,210.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Noy. 3 (AP). 
—Otto P. Higgins, Police Director 
of Kansas City in the reign of Boss 
Tom Pendergast, pleaded guilty in 
Federal Court today of evading 
taxes on $65,170 of unreported in- 
come received during the great part 
of his term in office. The Govern- 
ment charged that much of the in- 
come was from illegal sources, 
Higgins was sentenced at once 
by adge John Caskie Collet to 
imprisonment for two years. The 
United States Marshal took him to 
Leavenworth prison this afternoon. 
A stay for settlement of personal 
affairs was denied. 

Sentence was imposed under a 
count dealing with 1937 income. On 
another count, based on last year’s 
income, Higgins was placed on five 
years’ probation. Two additional 
counts, concerning 1935 and 1936,

were dropped. Punishment might 
have been five years’ imprisonment 
and a $10,000 fine on each'-count,

Higgins, who was indicted only 
eight days ago, received regular 
payments of about $1000 a month 
from Charles V. Carollo, the “big 
man,” who was the machine’s col- 
lector in the recent palmy days of 
the underworld, for protection of 
gambling houses and other crimi- 
nal enterprises, United States Attor- 
ney Maurice M. Milligan told Judge 
Collet. 

While, Milligan said, he could not 
disclose the source of the informa- 
tion, there was direct and thorough- 
ly convincing evidence that these 
payments were received by Higgins. 
Higgins’ net worth increased by 
$68,500 between Dec. 31, 1933, and 
Dec. 31, 1938, although his total 
income from salary in that period 
as Police Director was only $25,133, 
the prosecutor declared. He added 
that this did not take into account 
the enrichment of Higgins through 
Police Department labor, although 
he benefited to the extent of $5000 
by diverting work of 21 members 
of the force to the improvement o 
property he owned. : 


Milligan said that Higgins, on 
learning his income was under in- 
vestigation, told Federal agents that 
in 1934 he had $21,000 in a safe 
deposit box, saved from his previ- 
ous practice as a lawyer. This as- 
sertion was false, the prosecutor 
declared, saying that Higgins’ bank 
ro. frequently was overdrawn 

fore he got the directorship, Aft-

A. H. Mellinger, president of Il- 
linois Bell Telephone Co., notified 
the prosecutors he had given no- 
tice to Annenberg that contracts 
would be canceled next Monday

Statements of the wire compa- 
nies stirred counsel for Annenberg 
into action. Weymouth Kirkland, 
one of the attorneys, asked the 
Federal Court today for permis- 
sion to challenge the validity of an 
indictment charging Annenberg 
and others with using interstate 
wires in furtherance of a lottery 
scheme (horse race betting).

PARIS, Nov. 3 (AP).—The action 
of the United States House of Rep- 
resentatives toward ending the em- 
bargo on arms for Europe's war- 
ring nations was hailed in France 
today as a major victory for the 
Allies over Germany. 

Premier Daladier was understood 
to have devoted much of his anal- 
ysis of the general situation at a 
Cabinet meeting today to prospects 
of buying equipment, particularly 
airplanes, in the United States. 

“The vote of the House of Repre- 
pentatives at Washington, which 
makes lifting of the American em- 
bargo henceforth certain,” said a 
gemi-official note issued after the 
in 
Paris as an event of great material 


“It is greeted with great satisfac- 
tion and homage is paid to.the sense 
of fairness which inspired debate of 
the American Congress and the per- 
gonal action of President Roose- 
velt.” 

The note was distributed through 
the French news agencies. 

“France and Great Britain,” it de- 
elared, “gain a definite advantage, 
gince mastery of the seas and their 
financial resources permit them 
alone, in fact, to take delivery in 
American ports of amr they 
need. 

“They also find immense moral 
gatisfaction, since the vote at Wash- 
ington consecrated the justice of 
their cause.” 


The newspaper Excelsior saw 


the step as a renewal of the’ 


American World War slogan, “La- 
fayette, We Are Here,” although it 
stressed that the inference was not 
to be drawn that “the United States 
is entering with us in battle.” 

“We demand no more,” it said, 
“than the right to buy supplies in 
the United States and transport 
them to France in French ships.” 

Le Petit Parisien looked on the 
day as one to be marked with a 
white stone—France’s equivalent of 
a red letter day. 

“Free America has vibrated for a 
Just cause,” it said. “To moral sup- 
port already so precious, will come 
. « « s00n material support which 
will hasten the hour of victory.” 

The Italian press refrained from 
further comment. Recently it has 
attacked the legislation as tending 
to prolong the war.

The St. Louis affiliate of Nation- 
wide is Pioneer News Service, head- 
ed by Paul (Beverly) Brown and 
Clarence (Gully) Owens, influential 
in the inner counsels of the St. 
Louis Democratic machine. A third 
officer igs William L. Molasky, pres- 
ident of Annenberg’s Concensus 
Publishing Co. and head of the 
Pierce Building News Service in 8t. 
Louis, who was named with Annen- 
berg in one of the income tax evas- 
ion indictments here. 

“The wire service monopoly,” the 
grand jury report continued, “is in- 
timately connected with other en- 
terprises conducted by the Annen- 
berg interests, notably the printing 
of rundown sheets. These sheets 
show, among other things, the num- 
bers assigned to the horses by the 
wire service and used by them in 
place of the horses’ names in giv- 
ing odds and results. While these 
sheets are essential to the present 
operation of bookmakers, the nec- 
essity for them depends on the con- 
tinued use by the wire service of 
numbers in giving results.” 

“That Nationwide is as interest- 
ed in the bookmakers it serves and 
in their maintenance in business as 
it is in the transmission of racing 
information, is evidenced by the 
fact that in some localities it sup- 
plies legal assistance to bookmak- 
ers who are arrested. 

Christmas Gifts to Officials. 

“In one large city, substantial 
payments are made annually in the 
form of Christmas gifts to judges, 
city officials and politicians, and 
two State Senators have been on 
the payroll for several years. 

“Further, when the local law en- 
forcement authorities in particular 
places become active and thus cur- 
tail the operations of handbooks— 


_|when, in the parlance of the busi- 


ness, a town becomes ‘hot’—it is 
the policy of Nationwide to co-op- 
erate with the bookmakers by giv- 
ing them service in their hideouts 
and by reducing their charges until | 
they can re-establish themselves.”

prison for income tax evasion. Orig- 
inally, the Government showed, 
‘Higgins reported no income for

RUMANIA EXPECTED 
TO JOIN RUSSIA AND 
TURKEY IN NEW TALK 


ISTANBUL, Nov. 3 (AP). 
R ESUMPTION of diplomatic 


discussions between Turkey 
and Soviet Russia with Ru- 
mania joining in was reliably re- 
ported yesterday to have been 
agreed on by the three Powers. 
It was expected that the An- 
kara Government, generally 
credited with taking the initia- 
tive in the matter, would seek 
to bring about an agreement 
between Russia and Rumania 
over Russia’s claims to Bessa- 
rabia, which was Russian be- 
fore the World War settlement. 


ROME, Nov. 3 (AP).—Italy has 
entered the European treaty-mak- 
ing contest to improve its status 
as a neutral and strengthen her 
influence in Southeastern Europe. 

An exchange of Greek-Italian 
letters, dated Sept. 30, affirming 
friendship and expressing a desire 
to give “more concrete form” to 
relations between Athens and Rome 
was published today. 

The letters pointed the way to- 
ward negotiations for “happy and 
fruitful collaboration in all fields” 
—apparently prefacing a new non- 
aggression pact. 

Foreign observers, expect Italy 
to seek wider trade advantages 
from Greece as it has done in a 
new commercial agreement with 
Yugoslavia and another about to 
be signed with Bulgaria. 

Negotiations also were reported 
under way between Italy and Tur- 
key toward formation of a Balkan 
bloc under Italian leadership. 
Whether such conversations would 
result in a formal document was 
regarded as problematical because 
of the present Italian desire to 
avoid the appearance of joining 
forces with the Turkish-British- 
French alliance. 

Some diplomats thought a friend- 
ly agreement between Turkey and 
Italy, however, would be even more 
important than the exchange of let- 
ters between Italy and Greece. 

The pact with Greece which Ital- 
ians hope soon to conclude will re- 
place the 10-year non-aggression 
treaty of 1928. ~ 

With it Premier Mussolini will 
seek to reinforce his influence in 
the Balkans to counterbalance the 
recent Turkish-French-British mu- 
tual aid treaty, protecting Italy's 
strategic and commercial interests. 

The Greek note published today 
was signed by Premier John Met- 
axas and expressed appreciation for 
Italy’s “spontaneous gesture” in 
withdrawing troops from Greece’s 
Albanian frontier on Sept. 20. 

Replying to assurances given 
Sept. 12 by Mussolini, Metaxas said 
these had “created an atmosphere 
of cordiality.” 

Both Italian and Greek notes 
expressed hope that the “evolution 
of the international situation will 
furnish the two governments in 
the near future an occasion for giv- 
fng theif relations a more concrete 
form.”

Bombard Deserted Villages, 
Apparently Trying to Re- 
duce Salient South of 
Zweibruecken. 


PARIS, Nov. 30 (AP).—Renewed 
Germany troop activities accom- 
panied by artillery barrages from 
Nazi big guns were reported to- 
night south of Zweibruecken, 
shifting action from the western 
to the eastern sector of the north- 
ern part of the Western front. 

The German guns opened up 
suddenly, military dispatches said, 
laying down a heavy fire on the 
French front lines as well as on the 
territory in the rear from which 
the civilian population has depart- 
ed. 

French military sources said the 
Germans apparently were trying to 
reduce the bulge in the French 
frontier formed by established 
boundaries. 

This bulge was said to have ham- 
pered German communications be- 
tween strong concentrations 
farther east and the western sec- 
tor which slants northward to the 
Luxembourg frontier. 

Dispatches from the front said 
the German strategy appeared to 
be to concentrate a pincer move- 
ment on the three-sided, flat-topped 
frontier projection which juts into 
Germany between the towns of 
Walschbrunn and Loutzviller, about 
five miles directly south of Zwei- 
bruecken. « 

In addition, French observers 
said, new concentrations .of Ger- 
man troops were reported north 
of Saaraguemines along the upper 
waters of the Blies River. 

The eastern sector, which was 
identified in dispatches as the 
Ohrenthal zone, because of the lit- 
tle French frontier village in the 
middle, was said to be active, al- 
though the action resulted in no 
change of lines. 

German artillery and patrols ap- 
parently were testing the whole 
length of the 100-mile northern 
flank of the Western front  be- 
tween Luxembourg and the Rhine 
River by shifting their action from 
one sector to another. 

The general staff's communique 
issued tonight said: 

“A quiet day on the whole front. 
Locally there have been a few en- 
counters between contact units.”

The Alsatian sector of the front, 
which had been inactive since Oct.

French sources estimated that 12

ing October, as compared with 28 
in September. They said bad weath- 
er reduced aerial activity last 
month.

PLEDGE TO PAY DENIED 
IN CURLING IRON SUIT 


Firm Head Testifies Letter to 
Claimant Was Written by 
Shipping Clerk, 


A letter on stationery of the 
Sampson-United Corporation, ‘Ro- 
chester, N. Y., promising compensa- 
tion to Miss Caroline A. Gerst if 
the company used her idea of a 
swivel handle on electric curling 
irons, was written by a shipping 
clerk, who had “no authority to 
make any statement binding on the 
company,” A. O. Samuels, company 
president, testified today in Miss 
Gerst’s $300,000 suit against the 
firm. 

Miss Gerst, who lives at 7107 
Cambridge avenue, University City, 
alleges the company patented a 
swivel-handled curling iron in De- 
cember, 1934, using the idea she had 
submitted the preceding May. The 
suit is heard by a jury in United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis’ court. 

The letter referred to in Samuels’ 
testimony was written May 10, 1934, 
and signed “J. Schenberg, assistant 
to the president.” Samuels testi- 
fied Schenberg now is in the sales 
department and in 1934 was a ship- 
ping clerk. He admitted, however, 
that Schenberg at that time “wrote 
letters for the company now and 
then.” 

The first letter to Miss Gerst 
from the company, written May 2, 
1934, and signed by Samuels him- 
self, said her idea “sounds interest- 
ing,” asked for a sample of the de- 
vice and assured her that the com- 
pany would be “glad to go into the 
matter further.” 

Miss Gerst testified her brothers,

Trap After Shooting Ste.

FARMINGTON, Mo., Nov. 3.— 
Patrick Palmer, a former electrical 
worker turned bank robber, de- 
scribed today how he and a com- 
panion led more than 150 State 
Highway Patrolmen and local peace 
officers on a wild chase through 
rugged Ozark country for 24 hours 
after they had robbed the Henry L. 
Rozier Bank of $2200 Wednesday 
and wounded City Marshal Henry 
J. Drury of Ste. Genevieve in their 


escape. 
Palmer, captured yesterday in 
the railroad station at Piedmont, is 


being held in jail at Farmington. 
He has made a full confession of 
the robbery to Col. Marvin B. Cas- 
teel of the Highway Patrol. In the 
chase he suffered three scalp 
wounds and a cut lip. 

His companion, whom he said he 
knew only as “Red,” is still being 
sought. A third man, whom Palmer 
described as the “finger man” of 
the robbery, is under arrest at Ste. 
Genevieve. 

Col, Casteel expressed the view 
that the second robber might have 
died of his wounds in an isolated 
part of the country around Arcadia. 


Says Pals Planned It. 


Palmer, who formerly worked 
for the Union Electric Co. in St. 
Louis but has lived in Cape Gir- 
ardeau the last several years, told 
how he and “Red” stole an automo- 
bile in front of a Ste. Genevieve lime 
kiln on the morning of the robbery 
and headed for the bank. 

“We went in and got $2200 in the 
holdup and started away,” he re- 
lated. “Then the Sheriff and Mar- 
shal began to chase us. The car’s 
brakes wouldn’t hold on the curve 
and we got a flat tire. 

“As the Sheriff and Marshal 
came up, Red took the shotgun and 
walked right down the road to 
meet them. He had real courage. 
The Marshal came out shooting. 

“We backed them up and got 
their car and started out again. 
During the afternoon while we 
were hiding in the woods near 
Coffman, Mo., we divided the 
money. Then we started to try 
and find a way out of the country 
and about 9 o’clock that night we 
were riding along peacefull when 
all of a sudden some highway pa- 
trolmen began blasting at us at 
Arcadia. 


Struck by Slugs. 


“At the first blast I was knocked 
cold by the slugs and I fell over 
the front seat to the back part of 
the car and laid in the rear on the 
floor for a while. After a few 
minutes I felt better and began to 
fire back. 

“As we speeded along on that 
road with all the hairpin turns in 
it near the Royal Gorge I heard 
Red shout: ‘I’m hit.’ The patrol- 
man had just, let go a blast at us. 
Then Red said, ‘we'll have to run 
for it.’ 

Both Bleeding Profusely. 

“I bled like hell after I was hit, 
but Red bled much worse. During 
the gun battle Red grabbed a rifle 
while he was driving and tried to 
fire it at the patrolmen as we were 
speeding along. 

“I never saw Red after we 
gig out of the car below Chilor- 

e. 

“I followed the railroad tracks to 
Piedmont all night about 22 miles 
and every time I saw any troopers 
or deputy sheriffs I ran off the 
tracks and hid in the weeds, stay- 
ing perfectly still until they were 
out of sight. I saw plenty of them 
that night but I managed to hide 
each time. 

“In Piedmont I bought a new cap 
and a pair of trousers and jacket. 
I went to a culvert below Piedmont 
on the railroad and changed my 
clothes there. I had my share of 
the money with me and it was 
wrapped in a roll the size of a con- 
densed milk can. That was the 
last I saw of the money and it must 
be around there somewhere, 

“I wrapped up my blood-stained 
clothes and the cap with the two 
bullet holes in it in a bundle with 
a 45-caliber automatic pistol. I 
stuck another automatic pistol in 
my belt and walked to the station. 

Palmer was arrested at noon yes- 
terday by State Highway Patrolmen 
Gleen pley, Ben F. Graham 
and Vincent Roisabin. A search 
will be made today for the money 
which he left in the railroad cul- 
vert.

Relates That He and Pal,'Two St, Louisans, Julius 
Both Bleeding, Escaped Zweig and Julius Heitz, 


Named in Will Rogers’

BOSTON, Nov. 3 (AP)—In @ 
cities, from Maine.to Minnesota, 
Federal agents began a roundup to- 
day of 71 men and three women in- 
dicted by a Federal grand jury here 
as promoters and agents of an al- 
legedly fraudulent $20,000,000 lot- 
tery racket. 

Those indicted included two St. 
Louisans, Julius Zweig, named as 
manager of the Gold Bond Co. in St.

Among those listed for arrest was 
Abraham F, Zimmerman of Chi- 
cago, national headquarters of the 
lottery syndicate, who has been 
named by United States Attorney

shot” of the ring. Zimmerman 
earlier this year appealed a convic- 
tion for evasion of income taxes on 
an income the Government con- 
tended totaled $400,000 in a year. 

Others sought in the Middle West 
were Ernest Daliege, former Chi- 
cago policeman; Dr. Frank Deacon, 
62, of Chicago, a Colonel in the 
United States Army Medical 
Reserve Corps, who saw active 
service during the World War, 
and Russell F. (Duke) Emer- 
ich of Casey, Ill, former Uni- 
versity of Chicago football star.

Charge d’Affaires in Berlin, cabled 
the State Department that a For- 
eign Office official had informed 
him that the Foreign Office had re- 
quested the appropriate German na- 
val authorities to respect the wishes 
of the American Government. 

The wishes referred to were set 
forth in a communication presented 
to Berlin and London governments 
Tuesday. 

The German official said he had 
no doubt that all precautions would 
be taken by the German prize crew 
aboard the City of Flint to avoid 
any unnecessary risk. 

No response has yet been received 
from the British Government, 


British Warships Await “Flint” Off 
Coast of Norway. 

LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP). — The 
British navy has sighted the Unit- 
ed States freighter City of Flint, 
it was announced officially today. 

A communique said: 

“The Admiralty announced that 
the steamship City of Flint has 
been sighted by our light forces 
p to the southward in- 
side Norwegian territorial waters. 

“It is possible for the City of 
Flint to remain inside Norwegian 
and Swedish territorial waters un- 
til she enters the Baltic.” 


BERGEN, Norway, Nov. 3 (AP). 
—The American freighter City of 
Flint, under command of a Ger- 
man prize crew, entered Hauge- 
sund Harbor at 5 p. m. (10 a. m. 
St. Louis time) today, en route 
from Murmansk, Russia, to a Ger- 
man port. The ship did not dock, 
but remained offshore. 

Telephonic advices from that 
Norwegian city said the vessel flew 
no flag and was painted black. 

Those who managed to glimpse 
her through fog and growing dark- 
ness said a Norwegian destroyer 
also took a position in the harbor. 

Although no one was permitted 
to board the City of Flint, it was 
assumed she was given permission 


+to enter the_harbor so that a sick 


American crewman could be land- 
ed later. 

Several British warships ‘were 
observed off the Norwegian coast 
today, apparently watching the 
progress of the City of Flint, and 
the danger was said to exist they 
might attempt to seize it. 

After it leaves Haugesund, 75 
miles south of here, it must cut

MOSCOW ACCUSES 


FINNS OF ‘DIRECT 


THREAT’ TO RUSSIA 
Continued From Page One. 


Erkko’s speech Wednesday night as 
conciliatory in tone and foresaw an 
early settlement of the Russian re- 
quests, but the Pravda article used 
the strongest language yet em- 


negotiations, 

Citing the fact that Estonia, Lat- 
via and Lithuania already had 
signed mutual assistance pacts with 
Russia, Pravda said: 

“Attempts to deny the mutual 
advantages of these agreements for 
all their signatories are made only 
by their common enemies interest- 
ed in fomenting war not only in 
Western but in Eastern Europe as 
well, particularly on the Baltic 
coast.” 

Problems of Security. 


It said that “naturally, the Gov- 
ernment of the U. S. 8S. R. was 
bound to address similar proposals 
to the fourth Baltic country bor- 
dering on the U. 8. S. R.—Finland. 

“It is sufficient to glance at the 
map of Finland to realize that the 
problems of security of the U. S&S. 
S. R. are especially acute on the 
Finnish border, 

“The Soviet Union noteonly has 
the right but is obliged to take 
measures to assure security of the 
sea and land approaches to Lenin- 
grad, whose population equals the 
entire population of Finland. 

“The Government of Finland 
cannot avoid considering these in- 
tefests and ‘rights of the U. 5S. 
Ss. R.” 

Pravda declared Russia had met 
Finland halfway on all important 
questions, mentioning that Premier- 
Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav 
Molotov on Tuesday told the Su- 
preme Soviet that Russia had not 
insisted on a mutual assistance pact 
because Finland believed such a 
pact was incompatible with its po- 
sition of absolute neutrality. 

“In exchange fer territories on 
the Karelian Isthmus and certain 
other areas, vitally necessary for 
the security of the U. S. S. R.,” said 
Pravda, “we offered Finland terri- 
tory of double size in Soviet Ka- 
relia. 

“The proposal for creation of a 
naval base for the Soviet at the 
northern entrance of the Gulf of 
Finland meets not only the inter- 
ests of the Soviet Union, but those 
of Finland herself, fully securing 
the Gulf of Finland against hostile 
actions on the part of third states. 

“However, contrary to common 
sense, certain leaders of Finland 
express no desire at all to reach 
an agreement with the U. 8S. 8. R.”’ 

Emergency Measures. 

It asserted that the Finnish Gov- 
ernment had taken “a number of 
emergency measures comprehensi- 
ble only when a country is prepar- 
ing for war: the evacuation of 
urban populations, mobilization of 
reservists and reorganization of in- 
dustry to serve war needs. 

On the very next day after Mo- 
lotov’s speech, which, fully clari- 
fied the position of Soviet-Finnish 
negotiations, Finland’s Foreign 
Minister Erkko made a _ speech 
which can not be appraised other- 
wise than as an appeal for war 
with the U. S. S. R. 

“The Minister declared the pro- 
posal of the U. S. S. R. for peace- 
ful negotiations and consolidation 
of friendly ties with Finland to 
constitute an attempt against Fin- 
land’s sovereignty. 

“Erkko asserts, allegedly refer- 
ring to removing the frontier line 
near Leningrad for several kilom- 
eters, ‘from Finland's point of view | 
this is Russian imperialism, There 
is a limit to everything; Finland 
cannot agree to the Soviet propo- 
sals and will defend her territorial 
inviolability and independence by 
any means.’” 

Pravda declared, “in conclusion, 
Erkko directly threatened the 5So- 
viet Union, stating that he knows 
the forces on which Finland can 
rely, forces which can’ insure Fin- 
land’s neutrality and independence 
in case of menace to her security.” 
Pravda said “we, too, know the 
forces for whose support Erkko is 
hoping in his struggle against the 
Soviet Union.” 

“These forces,” the paper contin- 
ued, “are those which strove to 
start a war conflagration in Eu- 
rope and achieved their purpose 
and which attempted, though un- 
successfully, to provoke the U. 8. 
S. R. into war against Germany and 
its own Baltic neighbors. 

“These are the forces which pro- 
voked the Polish-German war and 
thus ruined Poland, bringing about 
her annihilation.”

DIES INQUIRY SWINGS 
TO CANAL ZONE UNIONS 


Order Follows Testimony on! 
Activities There of Com- 
munist C 1 O.Organizer. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
Investigation of union activities in 
the Panama Canal Zone was or- 
dered today by the Dies Commit- 
tee after a witness, Frederick C. 
Phillips, former National Maritime 
Union officer, testified a man 
named H. A. Stoudt, whom he iden- 
tified as a Communist; was a CIO 
organizer in the Canal Zone, ap- 
pointed through John L. Lewis on 
the recommendation of Joseph Cur- 
ran, head of the Maritime Union. 

Phillips said that although only 
about 7 to 10 per cent of the or- 
ganization’s membership was Com- 
munist, this minority held .control 
by intimidation even though “Amer- 
ican seamen do not like Commu- 
nism.” 

The committee called William G. 
Ryan of Milwaukee, 36 years old, a 
writer who said he belonged to the 
Communist Party from 1929 until he 
went to Spain to serve in'the Loy- 
alist forces in 1937. 

Technicians Carry Rifles. 

He told of getting a ‘leaflet of 
the “American Society for Tech- 
nical Aid to Spain,” calling for 
services of electricians, mechanics 
and other technical men, 

He added that many who sotght 
“technical jobs” found themselves 
carrying a rifle after reaching 
Spain. — 

Ryan said the Society was 
“brought out to meet the exigencies 
of the moment.” a similar organiza- 
tion, he said, was the American 
League for Women Shoppers. 

Ryan said he was recruited in 
Milwaukee by a Mr. Sekat of the 
Communist Party who arranged 
passports for recruits. A group of 
them, including’ Donald Thayer, 
whom he identified as a University 
of Wisconsin student, and a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, at- 
tended a “farewell party” at the 
home of Mrs. Thomas Duncan, 
“whose husband was secretary to 
Gov. Phil LaFollette at that time.” 

McCuistion Arraigned. 

Meanwhile, in Police Court, Wil- 
liam C. McCuistion, who preceded 
Phillips as a witness, refused to 
waive extradition to Louisiana on a 
murder charge. 

McCuistion, arraigned on a war- 
rant charging that he killed Phil- 
lip Carey in New Orleans Sept. 17, 
won a 30-day continuance, and was 
returned to jail. 

Dies said today he would soon 
call eminent educators before the 
committee. 

“Well-known professors will make 
out a startling case, showing how 
Communism has infiltrated into 
colleges and universities through- 
out the land,” Dies said. 

He added that Communistic text- 
books used in some public schools 
and colleges would be introduced 
into the committee record, together 
with evidence showing how Com- 
munist party units were formed on 
campuses.

\ COERCION OF DEALERS 


‘Sales Manager Indicted in 
. General Motors Anti-Trust 
* Case TeStifies. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 3 (AP). 
—William F. Hufstader of Flint, 
Mich., Buick sales manager for the 
General Motors Sales Corporation, 
testified today in the General Mo- 
tors anti-trust trial that “to his 
knowledge” no efforts had been 


made to compel Buick dealers to 
use the finance facilities of Gen- 
eral Motors Acceptance Corpora- 
tion, 

Hufstader is one of the 17 de- 
fendants accused with General Mo- 
tors Corporation affiliates of con- 
spiring to impose a monopoly on 
automobile financing. 

The witness asserted in United 
States District Court here that he 
had never given any orders that 
dealers be required to use G. M. A. 
C. facilities to retain agencies, and 
denied ever mentioning financing 
plans at dealers’ meetings at which 
new models were announced. He 
said he had discussed finacing in 
1934 with a dealer who wanted to 
deal with an independent company. 

“T told him that’s fine, go ahead,” 
he added. 

W. J. Mougey of Wilmette, Il. 
Pontiac Motors’ Chicago branch 
manager, testifying for the defense, 
said yesterday General Motors had 
not used coercion on Pontiac deal- 
ers. 

F. L. Mendez of South Bend, Carl 
Phillips of Chicago and V. E. Dol- 
lahan of Urbana, IIL, had testi- 
fied they lost dealershfps because 
they would not finance with G. M.

World War of 1914. 


The outbreak of war between 
Russia and Germany in 1914 
brought hepe to Finland of release 
from an intolerable situation. The 
Russians made some concessions, 
but many Finns saw their only 
prospect of freedom in Russia’s de- 
feat. Consequently, nearly as many 
enlisted in ‘the German forces as 
in those of their nominal sovereign, 
the Czar. 

Early in 1917, the abdication of 
Czar Nicholas II, and the establish- 
ment of the Kerensky provisional 
government in Russia, brought rec- 
ognition of the autonomous rights 
of Finland. This was no longer 
enough to satisfy the Finns, and a 
mevement for complete independ- 
ence gathered strength. 

After the Bolsheviki overthrew 
Kerensky, a declaration of inde- 
pendence was issued by Finland, 
Dec. 6, 1917. The Bolsheviki ack- 
nowledged Finland’s independence, 
and the Treaty of Brest-Litovsk, 
forced by Germany upon Russia 
early in 1918, confirmed it. Fin- 
land, under pressure, signed a 
treaty making her pot only the ally, 
but the vassal, of Germany. 

But in the year and a half that 
followed, Bolshevism attacked Fin- 
land from without and from within. 
Emissaries of Russia formed and 
reinforced a Red Guard, which was 
met by a White Guard, under com- 
mand of Baron Karl Gustaf Mann- 
herheim, formerly an officer in the 
armies of the Czar. . 

German troops ed the White 
Guard in driving the Reds across 
the Russian border. In retaliation 
for the excesses comniltted by the 
Reds, the Whites instituted a coun- 
terterror, and 15,000 or more. per- 
sons were slaughtered. 

‘Gratitude for their deliverance 
caused a. wave of pro-German feel- 
ing among the Finns, and they of- 
fered the crown of Finland to a 
brother-in-law of Kaiser Wilhelm 
II. Prince Friedrich Karl of Hesse. 
He accepted the offer, but did not 

appear to claim the throne, and 
“righ the armistice renounced his 

ts.”

proved to Finland’s pro-German 
party that it had backed the wrong 
horse. The Russian Mannherheim 
returned as Regent, and ruled while 
monarchists contested with repub- 
licans over the form which the new 
Government should take. The re- 
publicans won, and Finland was 
proclaimed an independent repub- 
lic June 17, 1919. Mannherheim 
ran for the presidency and was de- 
feated, but was made Field Mar- 
shal of the Finish army. 

The republic has a President and 
a one-house Diet, with a Ministerial 
Council of State in which the Prime 
Minister has come to have the im- 
portance which he has in most Eu- 
ropean states. Both Finnish and 
Swedish are official languages. 


Territorial Disputes. 


Finland became a member of 
the League of Nations in 1920, and 
appealed to the League its dispute 
with Sweden as to sovereignty over 
the Aaland Islands, claimed 
Sweden: the League decided for 
Finland,’ and the decision was ac- 
‘cepted by Sweden, which has since 
been on cordial terms with Fin- 
land,

The case was taken by Finland to 
the League of Nations, but the Per- 
manent Court of International Jus- 
tice decided not to deal with the 
matter, as Russia was not a mem- 
ber of the League and might not 
recognize its competence. The Red 
battalions marched in and attached 
Karelia to the U. S. 8. R. 

The menace of Russian propagan- 
da, with its threat to the eco 
nomic recovery of the country, led 
to the formation of an Agrarian 
Center government, with vigorous 
measures for suppression of Com- 
munism.

Gifford Pinchot’s Views on America's At- 
titude Toward the War. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ERE are, as I see it, two things | 
practically all Americans are for in | 
this war: We want to stay out of it, and | 
we want Hitler stopped. We can, I am 
convinced, get both of these things by | 
repealing the embargo and enacting | 
cash and carry. | 

The best way for us to keep out of 
the war is to help the Allies to win it 
without us. The Allies ought to win the 
war, first, because it is right, and also | 
because that is the best thing for the | 
United States. 

This war will decide whether we shall 
continue to live in peace and security, or 
whether we must be armed and ready to 
keep the unbearable Hitler system—tyran- 
ny, paganism, persecution, blood-purges, 
faith-breaking and conquest by force— 
out of this hemisphere. 

The Nazis have already given unmis- 
takable notice of their desire to domi- 
nate certain South American countries. 

Allied victory will bring no threat to 
peace in the Americas. But would it be 
good for our peace if a despotism whose 
law is the law of the wolf pack, which 
hates freedom, despises religion, looks on 
small nations as mere loot and keeps no 
faith should try to extend its military 
rule to Canada and the French and Brit- 
ish colonies in America? 

What chance would there be for perma- 
ment world peace if Hitler should win? 
Can world peace be based on raw force? 
But if the Allies win, there will be a 
chance, and this time I firmly believe a 
good chance, for a peace based on justice 
and the right of each nation to its fair 
share of natural resources. 

You may not like England or France— 
because of imperialism, past wars, war 
debts, or whatever. But suppose burglars 
were breaking into the house of your 
friends. And suppose the Chief of Police 
had not always led a model life, owed you 
money and was personally objectionable. | 
Would that make you side with the. 
burglars? 

This is a free country. We keep our 
word. We want to live with and trade 
with free people who keep their word 
also. 

I am just as anxious to keep out of 
War as anyone can be. I do not want my 
son to go to war. I am for cash and 
carry and repealing the embargo because 
thet is the way to keep our sons and 
daughters at home. 

We are neutral, and we must stay neu- 
tral. But it is no more unneutral to re- 
peal the embargo, which will help the 
Allies, than to maintain the embargo, 
which is helping Hitler right now. 

Other nations across the sea are fight- 
ing the things we hate—cruelty, aggres- 
sion, the ruthless rule of force. The way 
to stay out of war is to help them win 
without us, and so prevent the spread 
of Hitlerism over the earth. 

That we should be helping the unspeak- 
able Hitler by maintaining our embargo 
is almost unthinkable. That we should 
help him not only against the right but 
also against our own interest—that is just 
simply ridiculous. 

Like you, I am for America first, last 
and all the time.

A day or two ago, an item of news came from 
'Moscow which Berlin had been anxiously awaiting. 
It was the Molotov speech. What did Nazi Germany's 
great Russian friend and ally say? Hitler does not 
| yet know. He is reported to have gone into seclusion 
‘to pore over the ministerial address in the hope of 
‘finding in the text some message of militant friend- 
ship. Vain quest. No such assurance is there. In 
that blandly noncommital utterance there is nothing 
for Hitler except a headache. 

Sandwiched in between Moscow and Washington 
is the news from Rome. Mussolini’s hired editors 
may prattle banal generalities about the constancy 
and vigor of the axis and the unchanged relations 
between Rome and Berlin, but it is so much sounding 
brass. I] Duce’s first, last and only interest is Italy. 
The “forever” of that glorious partnership was as 
brief as an April sunrise. 

Such is the front-page news for Hitler. 

What is Hitler finding in the inside pages? 
What’s the news from the Baltic countries, from .the 
Balkans, from all his European neighbors, all uneasy 
in their precarious neutrality, all fearful of Nazi 
Germany's might, all tossing through restless nights 
at the dreadful specter of Hitler’s mad megalomania? 

Excepting mighty Russia and imperial France and 
England, that have accepted the arbitrament of arms, 
there is not a country on that troubled continent 
but trembled at the rapacity and confessed ambition 
of Hitler. They have a sardonic choice as to the 
fate awaiting them if the philosophy of “Mein Kampf” 
should be translated into full political and military 
reality. They may be absorbed, like Austria; be- 
trayed with duplicity, bristling with violence, like 


'Czecho-Slovakia: literally assassinated, like Poland. 


But yesterday’s potential scourge of the world is 
today a solitary figure, still capable of terrifying 
destruction, but the stars in their courses are chart- 
ing his doom. 

Not an ally, not a friend on earth, damned beyond 
any hope of pardon by the opinion of mankind. 

Has the time come for the neutral nations to 
intervene in their collective might with the voice of 
a supreme spokesman that would rouse the German 
people to a realization of the catastrophe into which 
their fanatical leadership may plunge humanity?

deplores—the war that Adolf Hitler has lost.

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THE LIFE OF REILLY. 

Once upon a time, they told the story of Cinderella 
and her Fairy Godmother even on hard-boiled Broad- 
way, But nowadays they talk only of William J. 
Reilly and how he got $500,000 when he was down 
to his last 15 cents. 

It all happened because he was kind to a nice 
old lady when he was an usher at the Roxy Theater. 
She was Mrs. Edna Morse Allin Elliott, New York’s 
,champion movie fan, and she was rich. But Reilly 


did not know that. To him she was just a frail old | 


'lady, and so he saw to it that she did not have to 
stand in line, and that she always got a good seat.

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_ MORE HOUSECLEANING IN THE NORTH AMERICAN CO. 
A thorough overhauling of the active control of the 
North American Co., the utilities network of which 
the Union Electric Co. of Missouri is a part, appar- 
/ently has been effected by its ownership, represented 
by Harrison Williams of New York, the largest 
_ stockholder. 

Most significant seems to be the removal of James 
F. Fogarty from the presidency of the company. 
In the future he is to act as chairman of its execu- 
tive and finance committee—an important post, but 
with none of the wide powers of the corporation's 
presidency. Especially to be noted is the fact that 
Fogarty was not succeeded by any of the logical 
officers in the North American hierarchy. The 
new president is Edward L. Shea, former head 
of the Tide Water Oil Co. He is an outsider, having 
joined North American as a director only last July. 
| Shea’s,career in the holding company covers al- 
most the same span as the investigation, first by the 
| Post-Dispatch and then by the SEC, of the activities 
of the. now deposed Union Electric triumvirate of 
President Louis H. Egan, Executive Vice-President 
Frank J. Boehm and Vice-President A. C. Laun—all 
removed in the face of charges that the company, 
| during their administration, was guilty of corrupting

When utilities generally were subjected to critical 
investigations, the North American Co. gained the 
reputation of being the industry’s exemplar of fair 
dealing. It was jealous of that reputation, and there 
are indications that Fogarty has been, in a degree, 
held responsible for the Union Electrie case. 

Meanwhile, SEC investigators have been studying 
the Union Electric case for months, Reports are that 


they will soon complete this task. It should be fol- 


| towed promptly by publie hearings, either bere or in 


Washington, for this is a case involving points that 
cannot be cleared merely by the self-medication of 
reform from within, Public confidence in Union 
Blectric—and therefore in North American—has been 
shaken. It can be restored only after a complete pub- 
lic airing of what is, after all, a vital public concern, 
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AN UGLY BUSINESS. 

The illegal bookmaking business is possible largely 
because of the nationwide racing news service of 
Moses L. Annenberg of Philadelphia. ‘ 

Annenberg’s news service is made possible, in 
turn, by the wires of the telephone and telegraph 
companies. It is they which furnish the grist for 
the operation of the illegal betting mill. 

Now comes United States Attorney Campbell and 
State’s Attorney Courtney of Chicago with an ulti- 
matum warning the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., the Illinois Bell Telephone Co. and the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. to cease furnishing wire service 
to Annenberg. 

In response to the ultimatum, the A. T. & T. and 
Illinois Bell have served notice on Annenberg that 
telephone service will cease next Monday, : 

Although the ultimatum covers activities of An- 
nenberg only in the Northern District of Illinois, 
its acceptance will be a death blow to the racing 
news service, according to Campbell, since contracts 
with the wire companies were executed in Chicago. 

Gambling as such is firmly implanted in human 
nature and no law or no ultimatum can eradicate it. 
But when gambling becomes big business, is infested 
with crooks and is linked up with politics, then it 


All bad, | becomes necessary to deal with it. 


The head of the Annenberg business has just 
been indicted on a charge of cheating the Govern- 
ment out of $6,000,000 in income taxes, and for using 
interstate wires and the mails in the furtherance 
of lotteries (gambling on horse races). 

The rank and file of bookmakers include as choice 
a collection of police characters as can be found 
anywhere. 

In St. Louis, the overlords of the horse racing 
racket are Bev Brown and Gully Owen. In order 
to maintain their supremacy, they have become 
powers in the Democratic party and, among other 
things, name Judges and other public officials. 

Incidentally, only the other day Attorney-General 
McKittrick of Missouri said that there is nothing 
illegal about news services which distribute racing 
information by telephone. 

It is a very ugly business against which Messrs. 
Campbell and Courtney are directing their attack and 
the telephone and telegraph companies will do well 
to forfeit, in the interest of public policy, the large 
revenues they now obtain from the Annenberg outfit. 
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THE GERMANS HAVE SUCH FUN! 

Hermann Goering, the world’s most elaborately 
dressed huntsman, has announced that the German 
Government is offering free transportation, free am- 
munition and a cash bonus to hunters for every bird 
or animal they bag, whether it be in conquered .Po- 
land or in the great forests of Western Prussia. 

When Goebbels hears about this, he will lose no 
time in pointing out that hunting is an expensive 
sport in the United States. He will add this to his 
list of the disadvantages of living in a democracy. 

Well, we don’t have to break a tooth on a bit of 
shot unless we feel like it. Our ever-ample granary 
has not been so depleted that we must sacrifice care- 
fully nurtured wildlife. And it looks as though it 
will be a long time before any American printers can 
count on orders for food cards, 
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SLIPSHOD SCHOOL BOARD METHODS. 

How long is it going to be before the people of St. 
Louis get a decent bookkeeping and auditing system 
for the financial affairs of their public schools? 

We commented a week ago on the fact that a check 
had just been ordered, for the first time in 15 years, 
on the funds obtained from sale of obsolete and 
surplus supplies, after Charles Lee Barr, dismissed 
Supply Commissioner, had been arrested for an $11,- 
324 shortage in his accounts. Now comes evidence 
of even more prolonged neglect. Since lunch rooms 
were installed in the schools 35 years ago, no ex- 
amination whatever of their accounts has been made, 
it is disclosed. In fact, the records kept are 80 
scanty that no audit can be made, 

Another piece of slipshod business methods is 
brought to light with the disclosure that the Board of 
Education has allowed $3395, awarded to it in con- 
demnation proceedings in 1917 and 1932, to lie idle 
in the Circuit Clerk’s office all these years. 

In most private business concerns, a checkup on 
such items as these three would be made as a matter 
of course. In this instance, however, the public’s 
business is nobody’s business. After these dis- 
closures, citizens may be justified in speculating on 
how many other instances of financial irregularities 
remain to be exposed. 
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SYPHILIS AND THE MOVIES. 

From Warner Bros.’ studio at Hollywood comes a 
questionnaire to ask whether we would be interested 
in a film biography of Dr. Paul Ehrlich, the discov- 
erer of salvarsan, the specific for syphilis. From 
Baltimore comes a denunciation by Dr. Joseph E. 
Moore, Johns Hopkins professor, of the spreading agi- 
tation for pre-marital examination laws as a check on 
the spread of this disease. 

The proposed film and the denunciation of health- 
by-law have only one common denominator: syphilis. 
A decade ago, the word was taboo. Perhaps that is the 
very reason why the disease gained such a foothold 
in the United States. Today, the word is commonly 
used. Perhaps that is the best hope that the scourge 
will be brought under control. People guard against 
dangers of which they have been warned. 

The presentation om the screen of Dr. Ehriich’s 
achievement would be, in addition to entertainment 
of a superior sort, just one more warning against 
syphilis. It would make a little less necessary meas- 
ures, such as the Saitiel law in Illinois, requiring 
blood tests of those about to marry, which Dr. Moore 
denounces as “fascistic.” 

If syphilis were the concern of the victim alone, 
we would agree with him that the Saltiel law is an 
unwarranted interference in private affairs. However, 
it is a highly contagious disease, There are persons 
utterly without regard for the welfare of their neigh- 
bors. Such persons probably will always be spread- 
ers Of disease, no matter how much they are ex- 
posed to education—even in movie form. The state 
has a duty to protect the public against them. 
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As Mr, Hoover sees them, Al Capone, Tom Pender- 
gast, Joe Stalin and Adolf Hitler are four of a kind. 
Pretty rough on Al and Tom.

Pension: Panaceas Victimize the Aged

In Texas and Colorado, under plans far milder than those proposed 
in California and Ohio, old people actually get less than before; 
other public services have suffered and finances are in chaos, 
security journal says; urges the pensioners to fight quack remedies.

and Ohio will vote on two old-age pen- 

sion fantasies, designed by their promot- 
ers to usher in Utopias for the aged and a 
new era of happiness for us all. However, 
judging by the history of pension panaceas 
to date, passage of the incredible mirage 
known as “Ham and Eggs” in California 
and the Bigelow constitutional amendments 
in Ohio will not only jeopardize the future 
of old-age protection in those two states, but 
the neediest aged now receiving protection 
will be made the first victims of these il- 
lusory schemes. 

Not only does all experience demonstrate 
that unless social aid is kept within the 
realms of reason and financial possibility, 
the needy cannot possibly secure protection, 
but the most recent experience in the United 
State abundantly proves that whenever even 
mildly Utopian programs have won out, it 
is the needy whom they profess to succor 
that are the first to suffer from such suc- 
cesses. Indeed, if California and Ohio should 
adopt the cure-all programs now before 
them, they will, it may be safely prophe- 
sied, bring in their wake not only financial 
ruin and disaster, but immeasurable suffer- 
ing to the needy aged by depriving them of 
their present protection, 

. . . 

The latest experience with shattered pen- 
sion promises, in Texas, presents an ex- 
cellent illustration of the inevitable failure 
of pension,dreams. Only about four months 
ago, the Lone Star State enacted a liberal 
program of old-age pensions in partial ful- 
fillment of the promises made by the Gov- 
ernor, W. Lee D’Daniel, before his election. 
Indeed, the new law is a far cry from the 
extravagant promises made by Candidate 
O’Daniel to give $30 monthly to every per- 
son in Texas over 65. The new law merely 
liberalized the requirements relating to chil- 
dren’s and relatives’ support and to the prop- 
erty whieh a pensioner may possess. 

But hardly had the new law been 
on the statute books when the recipients of 
old-age assistance in Texas were promptly 
made aware of their delusion. For the Leg- 
islature, in passing the new program, blithe- 
ly ignored the problem of providing funds 
for its operation. As a result, the 120,000 
needy recipients of old age assistance in 
Texas, who before the new law came into 
effect received the meager average of $14.24 
per month, were forced, because of lack of 
funds, to take a horizontal cut of $6 per 
month in their October pensions, thereby re- 
ducing the average monthly pension to 
At the same time, it is planned to reduce the 
rolls by about 10,000 pensioners within the 
next few months by not adding any new 
aged to the rolls, 

Indeed, confronted with the necessary re- 
payment of $2,230,000 borrowed last year by 
the State to pay pensions, Gov. O’Daniei 
could find no other solution than the novel 
suggestion to raise this money through pop- 
ular volun subscriptions, As might have 
been expec the Governor's brilliant sug- 
gestion was not only roundly ridiculed as 
unprecedented and unworkable, but was 
scotched by an opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that it was not even legal. Because the 
two main sources of pension revenue in 
Texas are cigarettes and liquor, a number 
of legislators have suggested that the Gov- 
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The controversy as to who is to blame for 
the present situation continues to rage. 
Meanwhile, the needy aged of Texas, who 
only last fall were promised $30 every month, 
are being deprived of 42 per cent of their 
previously meager grants of $14.24, while 
nearly 1600 pensioners with grants of $6 and 
less have been cut off the rolls. These are 
the results of a mild pension panacea less 
than one year after it was trumpeted with 
whoops and bands. 

In the one state where Utopianism in pen- 
sions has made the greatest inroad, Colo- 
rado, the aged have not only never received 
the $45 a month promised them, but the 
other needy groups, especially the unem- 
ployed, have been kept on starvation level 
allowances. At the same time, the whole 
financial] structure of the State has been 
jeopardized, 

In fact, an analysis of the payments made 
to the aged of Colorado reveals that, despite 
the sacrifice of the unemployed and other 
dependent groups, the curtailment of State 
services and the upheaval in the finances of 
the State, the aged are no better off than 
before approval in 1936 of the constitutional 
amendment for $45 monthly at the age of 40. 

Despite actual experience with pension 
panaceas, the results have not discouraged 
the greedy and vainglorious nostrum ped- 
diers who fatten on the gullibility of their 
victims.

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PFHISTORIC RELICS 
1) BE SOUGHT IN STATE 


Group to Explore Missouri 
Rluffs for Clews to Two 
Distinct Cultures. 


A field of Missouri prehistory 
which, earlier studies indicate, may 
extend from the coming of the 
white man back to days when the 
mastodon roamed the hills south of 
st. Louis, is to be explored by an 
expedition setting out next week 


under auspices of St. Louis Acad- 
emy of Science, Missouri Resources 
Museum and the WPA. 

The project, approved by the 
smithsonian Institution and the 
National Parks Service, contem- 
plates an intensive survey of 
mounds, village sites and caves 
along the Mississippi bluffs and 
the tributaries in Jefferson and 
Ste. Geneviev counties. 

A share of the material it turns 
up will go to the Academy of Sci- 
ence, which is providing scientific 
supplies, toward a nucleus for the 
jong-projected natural history mu- 
seum for St. Louis. Other material 
will go to the Resources Museum 
at Jefferson City, its sponsor. The 
WPA provided a $16,000 allotment 
for a year’s work. 

The expedition will be headed by 
Robert McCormick Adams of 742A 
Forest avenue, Webster Groves, 
who took his master’s degree un- 
der Fay Cooper Cole, distinguished 
University of Chicago anthropolo- 
gist, and has participated in arche- 
ological surveys in Illinois and, as 
a member of the American School 
of Prehistoric Research, in Cen- 
tral Europe. 

Other personnel will include an 
engineer; a photographer, a trained 
museum expert, a clerk and 20 
laborers. 

Earlier studies of the region have 
suggested a span of several thou- 
sands years to be explored. At the 
near end were native sites where 
French coins or crockery were 
found. *At the other, by the ac- 
count of one archeologist, was the 
unknown maker of flints found be- 
side remains of the long-extinct 
mastodon. 

Adams’ preliminary studies, be- 
gun last year, have indicated pres- 
ence of at least two prehistoric 
cultures—the woodland, found 
through the Upper Mississippi Val- 
ley from Canada down through 
Missouri, and the Mississippi, the 
relics of which, reaching their peak 
in Southeast Missouri, show affili- 
ation with cultures of the Lower 
Mississippi and resemblances to civ- 
ilizations even further to the South. 

Scientists believe the human ele- 
ment back of the woodland culture, 
as Adams explained, was a nomadic 
people who might travel hundreds 
of miles in a hunting season. The 
“Mississippi” people, in contrast, 
seem to have been of a more ad- 
vanced and settled civilization, 
skilled in handiwork and living in 
large groups. An example, said 
Adams, may have been the Chero- 
kees, who were living together in

In the War Zone 


New Chief of Staff of Italian Army Was 
Ruthless Fighter in Africa— Probably 
Bored by Neutrality in Europe. 


By T. R. YBARRA 


S if to be fully prepared for a 

jump from the frying pan of 

neutrality into the fire of _bel- 
ligerency, Duce Mussolini has called 
to the post of Chief of Staff of the 
Italian Army the man who is 
prabably the hardest boiled soidier 
in Italy. 

Other high Fascist moguls were 
also affected by the spectacular 
shake-up administered a couple of 
days ago by Benito to his Cabinet, 
as well as to the top rankers 
among his regular army chiefs and 
Fascist militia leaders. But none 
of the promotions and demotions 
involved struck me as equal in im- 
portance to the accession of Mar- 
shal Rodolfo Graziani to the key 
military position in Mussolini's 
realm. 

Graziani is as tough as they come. 
He is 100 per cent a soldier. He 
has a bulldog jaw and straight 
lips and the clean-cut severe fea- 
tures of a legionary of Ancient 
Rome. 

“What does he suggest, most?” 
I asked one who knew him well. 

“Strength,” was the instant re- 
ply. No wonder Mussolini, when 


the decided four years ago to an- 


nex Ethiopia to Italy, picked Ro- 
dolfo Graziani as one of the two 
Generals to do the job. 


Badoglio Crushed Opponent. 


The other was Gen. Emilio de 
Bono. But, whereas Graziani was 
in the Ethiopian fighting from 
start to finish, De Bono fell by the 
wayside. His troops on the North- 
ern front—Graziani’s was the 
Southern—got so badly stuck that 
Mussolini had to relieve De Bono 
and send down in his place Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio, most promi- 
nent Italian veteran of the World 
War. 

Badoglio soon crushed the un- 
happy Ethiopians in the North. 
while Graziani, sweeping up across 
the southern desert country to 
which he had been assigned, 
smashed all opposition in his path 
and joined hands with Badoglio. To- 
gether they mopped up what was 
left of Emperor Haile Selassie’s 
forces and occupied Addis Ababa, 
that luckless monarch’s capital. In 
recognition of Graziani’s services 


‘Mussolini made him a Field Marshal 


and appointed him the first Italian 
Governor of conquered Ethiopia. 
Soon after, some natives, embit- 
tered at the loss of their independ- 
ence, staged an attempt on his life. 
Graziani escaped with a slight 
wound, He exacted terrible ven- 
geance. Nobody knows how many 
natives, many of them entirely in- 
nocent of participation in the at- 
tempt, lost their lives, but the total 
must-have run into the hundreds. 


Subjugation of Tribesmen. 


This piece of revenge was on a 
par with other instances of stern 
and ruthless action in Rodolfo Gra- 
ziani’s career as a fighter in Afri- 
ca. A considerable part of his 


57 years of life have been spent 
in conquering Africans who object 
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the national laws have included de- 
crees for an 8&hour day, votes for 


to Italian rule. Hardly had he be- 
come a Lieutenant in the regular 


Italian army before he was sent jamong 


to Italian Libya, where he saw un- 
limited rough-and-tumble fighting 
against fierce Senussi tribesmen. 

After much active service at the 
front ine the World War, in the 
course of wich he was wounded 
twice and was promoted to the 
rank of Major, he returned to Ital- 
ian Africa to put in more years try- 
ing to subjugate the Senussi. In 
1930 he was appointed Governor of 
the Italian colony of Cyrenaica. In 
1932 he was promoted to Command- 
ing General of an army corps for 
conspicuous services. Long before 
his Ethiopian campaign, Graziani 
had risen to an eminence in colo- 
nial warfare that made him com- 
parable with France's world-re- 
nowned empire builder, Marshal 
Lyautey. 

His principal pre-Ethiopian ex- 
ploit was the subjugation, while he 
was in Cyrenaica, of Omar-E)-Muk- 
tar, a valiant Senussi chief who had 
long been a thorn in the side of 
the Italians. Graziani went after 
Omar with ruthless efficiency and 
cruelty. First, he enclosed the dis- 
trict where his foe was operating 
with hundreds of miles of barbed 
wire fencing, to keep arms and mu- 
nitions from being smuggled in. 


80,000 to Camps. 

Then, realizing that the inhab- 
itants of the district were helping 
Omar, he had 80,000 of them—men, 
women and children—uprooted 
from their villages and transport- 
ed to concentration camps on the 
sea coast 80 miles away. Then, aft- 
er a whole series of skirmishes and 
pitched battles, he captured Omar- 
El-Muktar. That stoical Arab was 
brought in handcuffs to Graziani. 

“Did you ever have any hope 
of winning?” asked his conqueror. 

“Never.” 

“What did you expect to aceom- 
plish by fighting?” 

*Nothing. I fought. That 
enough.” 

Graziani then told him that he 
was about to be executed. The 
Arab bowed his head. 

“Inshallah. So be it. We come 
from God and to God we return.” 

Next day, surrounded by massed 
Italian troops, in full view of thou- 
sands of his fellow Senussi, Omar- 
El-Muktar was hanged. His ex- 
ecution made a deep impression in 
Cyrenaica. It was just the sort of 
impression that hard-boiled Rodolfo 
Graziani believes must be made 
by white men who want to colonize 
Africa. 

Now he is Chief of Staff of the 
army of the new Italy,. Judging 
from his past record, he must find 
Italian neutrality very boring in- 
deed, He is probably praying for 
just one more good taste of fight- 
ing, before he gets too old to en- 
joy it, in Europe's new war—no 
matter on which side.

One fighter 
fell unconscious to the floor, He 
was rushed to the hospital where 
his case was diagnosed as seyere 
concussion. 

That put it up to the referee to 
make a ruling of some sort. 

He might declare either a win- 
ner on a foul for butting. 

He might render a decision on 
the merits of the fight, up to the 
time of the accident. 

> He might even call it a TKO in 

favor of the man unhurt, since 
ome fighter was not able to re- 
spond for the next round, 

What the referee did in this in- 
stance was to declare the fight 
“no contest.” As far as the rec- 
ords of the future will show, Val- 
entine Campolo (the injured man) 
and Alberto Lovell, although they 
fought fiercely for the champion- 
ship of South America, will appear 
to future generations to have 
taken part in a stalling match. 

The phrase “no contest” today 
carries the implication that for 
some reason or other the men 
were not trying and the réferee 
stopped the bout because they 
were not earning their pay. 

In the case cited above, the re- 
flection is completely unfair. Rec- 
ord books. and officials should 
provide another designation for 
such bouts as must be stopped 
when neither side is guilty of of- 
fense and when accident alone 
intervenes to prevent its comple- 
tion. . 


Where Justice Failed. 


REFEREES HAVE been con- 
fronted with puzzling situations 
in the past and have likewise 
made “no contest” rulings which 


did not truly reflect the desper- 
ate character of the battling. 
In 1891 James J. Corbett and 
Peter Jackson fought the now- 
famous 61-round fight. The box- 
ing guides list this fight proper- 
ly as a draw; but the referee 
at the time declared it “no con- 
test,” although the men were 
completely exhausted as a result 
of their efforts of some four 
hours. 

The case of Andy Bowen and 
Jack Burke was still worse. They 
fought the longest fight in the 
history of Marquis of Queens 
berry rules, in 18938 at New Or- 
leans. The fight went 110 rounds 
and endured for seven hours and 
19 minutes. Burke fell over from 
sheer exhaustion and Bowen was 
in almost as bad condition. 

And yet the referee, Prof. Duf- 
fey, declared the bout no con- 
test. 

In those days the ruling was 
not a reflection on the efforts of 
the fighter, but meant that the 
bout had reached no conclusion. 
To some old time referees there 
could be no draw in a finish 
fight.

Coastal Shipping Tied Up — 
5000 Longshoremen Out in 
Wage Dispute, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3 (AP) gait 
ings of at least seven ships, affect- 
ing about 2000 persons, were can- 
celed today as coastal shipping here 
was tied up by a strike of 5000 
longshoremen and dock workers. 

The walkout, caused by a wage 
dispute, was felt in other seaports 
along the Eastern coast and in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

The strike, called by Joseph P. 
Ryan, president of the A. F. of L. 
International Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation at midnight, was less 


than 12 hours old when the can- 
celations began. 

Ryan rejected an offer by the 
Maritime Labor Board to act as 
mediator and said the union could 
settle matters itself with the em- 
ployers. It was learned the com- 
panies have placéd an embargo on 
all cargo entering and leaving this 
port. This drew from Ryan the 
comment that “it now looks like an 
extended strike.” 

The Clyde-Mallory Line notified 
200 persons who had booked pass- 
age on the Shawnee, that tomor- 
row’s scheduled sailing for Jack- 
sonville and Miami, Fla., had been 
canceled... Sailing of . the line’s 
Cherokee next Tuesday also was 
canceled. Passage had been booked 
by 75. 

The Eastern Steamship Line can- 
celed sailings of the Boston, George 
Washington and St. John from New 
York the sailing of the New York 
from Boston and the Sandwich 
from Portland Me. ; 

The Savannah Line was undecid- 
ed whether to sail the City of 
Birmingham at 5 p. m. today as 
scheduled. 

The Clyde-Mallory freighter Me- 
dina with a cargo from Galveston, 
Tex., and Charleston, S. C., was the 
first inbound vessel affected by the 
strike. No attempt was made to 
unload it. 

The walkout was called by Ryan 
after the union’s compromise pro- 
posal for a 5-cent hourly wage in- 
crease was rejected. Nine com- 
panies with a total of 70 ships, 
many of them now at sea, were 
affected. The companies said they 
could not afford to pay an increase 
at this time. 

Earlier the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association had  de- 
manded a wage increase of 10 cents 
an hour and a 40-hour week. The 
longshoremen received 95 cents an 
hour for a 44-hour week.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
The maturity value of the Treas- 
ury’s outstanding “baby bonds” 
passed three billion dollars today. 

Sold in units costing as little as 
$18.75 at nearly every postoffice, 
these securities are now an import- 
ant means of financing the deficit. 

In the first 10 months of this 
year, for instance, purchasers of 
such bonds supplied the Treasury 
with $701,599,722 in cash. 

Actual cash receipts from the sale 
of baby bonds are $2,258,019,824, but 
since the value of the bonds in- 
creases every six months, the cur- 
rent maturity value of the bonds 
outstanding is $3,010,693,099.

States, 
although Judge Vincent L. Leibell 
had held early in the progress of the 
case that the Canadian firm was 
subject to the jurisdiction of United 
States courts. 

Judge Caffey made it clear, the 
department said, “that he will not 
decide any of the ultimate issues 
in the case until the conclusion of 
the trial.”

Fre uently after that a doctor 
would write and say “I have a pa 
tient who was a student at the uni. 
versity last year and took your cold 
vaccine with such splendid results 
that he wants to continue it. Wii 
you be good enough to tell me what 
vaccines you are using?” 

The school doctor would look 1 
the record and find that the person 
in question got only sterile water, 

If the cold vaccines were a sus 
cess, it would be good news for 
many large industrjes. They have 
enormous time losses with employes 
who losé a day or two from colds, 
and would be very glad to havea 
way to prevent these losses. So they 
appraise the value of vaccines with 
a business-like eye. 


They have vaccinated as many as 
20,000 employes in one city, but th 
results have shown no reduction if 
the incidence of colds. 

There is little scienti*’: sense in 
the use of vaccines against colds, be 
cause we do not know what the 
cause of the common cold is. It is 
supposed to be caused by one of the 
filterable viruses—that group of 
organisms too smajl to be seen um» 
der a microscope. 

There was a report two years ago 
that the virus had been isolated, but 
that report has not been confirmed 
And no vaccine made from the virus 
has ever been produced.

Attractive looking and 
dressed with that same “flair for 
originality,” Miss McCune, whom 
we interviewed at her office in the 
Washington avenue shoe manufac- 
turer district, was quite willing to 
give ambitious young designers ad- 
vice they can’t get from teacher. 


“Most shoe designers start as 
apprentices, tracing designs, or 
coloring pictures,” she explained. 
“It’s not entirely correct to say 
there’s no school in the country, 
as one well known shoe firm has 
its own school in the East, but in 
the Mid West an apprenticeship is 
the usual way. There are no set 
rules for designing shoes. It’s a 
sort of hit and miss proposition. 
Each manufacturer must be con- 
sidered individually, his personal 
taste, the price range of the shoe, 
where it’s to be sold, the manu- 
facturers’ equipment and machin- 
ery. These things are learned only 
through experience. 


“I certainly had no previous ex- 
perience when I first began design- 
ing. After I’d graduated from high 
school—Cleveland High—I _ started 
out on a theatrical career. I was 
in the Municipal Opera, doing both 
chorus work and specialties, then I 
went to’ New York and appeared in 
several shows, in the Follies, with 


the Marx Brothers, and with Lou 
Holtz. I made a European tour and 
introduced some American dances, 
and then came back to New York. 
I hadn’t been home in four yoars 
and I was getting pretty homesick, 
so I came back to St. Louis. I 
worked for a while in the Missouri 
Rockettes, with Brooke Johns, 
Frank Fay, Ed Lowry, but then the 
depression came on and the bottom 
fell out of the show business, and 
I began looking about for a job. 


“T’d always designed my costumes 
and dresses while I was on the 
stage, so I took a course in dress 
designing. Still I couldn’t find a 
job. So one. day I answered an ad 
for a shoe model; I had the model 
size foot—four B—and thought I 
could model even though I had no 
experience. Several hundred other 
girls also answered the ad and some 
of them looked so badly in need of 
work, I thought of leaving. I stayed 
for an interview, however, and it 
just happened that the dress I was 
wearing caught the eye of the inter- 
viewers. They asked me about it 
and I explained I’d designed it my- 
self, and that seemed to make an 
impression. They sent for me sev- 
eral weeks later and I took the job 
as model, 


“IT had a lot of time on my hands, 
so I decided I’d try to do some de- 
signing when I wasn’t modeling. 
My designs were terribly wild and 
impractical, of course. I think I 
had an idea I'd startle the world. 
Since I’d had dress designing, I 
put all sorts of dressmaker touches 
in shoes, pleats, draping, that sort 
of thing. The manufacturer was 
very scornful when he looked at mv 
designs and said they wouldn't 
work. I asked his permission to 
go through the factory, however, 
and picked up a small piece of 
leather on the way. I skived it very 
thin and then draped it just the 
way the design showed, When I 
g-ve it to him, he threw it across 
the room, and said: ‘Well, I'll be 
damned; it can be done.’ The com- 
pany made some shoes from that 
idea and that started my designing 
career.

“BProntispiece” — Originally the 
Front of a Church. 

“Frontispiece” is the angliciza- 
tion of the Low Latin frontispicium, 
noun form deriving from a combi- 
nation of two Latin words mean- 
ing “to look at the front.”
